General Eluenhpwer stands on the thresh- 
old of whRt may prov«» th* most gruelling 
experience of his life. He to enterlna the 
Intensive phase of his campaign for the 
presidency. 

Since hla nomination by the Republicans 
In early July, the general has been mapping 
strategy and boning up on mpny major Issues 
which lay beyond his Icen as a soldter- 
dlplomat. Green In poUtlcn and untutored 
In domestic matters, he ln''vltably has had 
to listen to a great deal of counsel. 

Now the testing time Is at hand. The 
nation will aee in the next two months what 
capacity Elsenhower has for learning quickly 
— and from scratch — a host of important 
things. It will see also whether he has the 
talent for adaptability that a man needs 
when he tries to switch occupations In his 
sixties. 

His greenness Is really a double handicap. 
Very probably he has had too much advice. 
He has been pulled and hauled In every direc- 
tion, BometlmM by men who merely want a 
piece of the nominee lor their own selfish 
purposes, sometimes by men who believe they 
know the one and only way for Elsenhower 
to win. 

II the signs are accurate, all this must have 
left the general considerably confused, and 
IMrhaps beset by doubts of the value attach- 
ing to the simple tenets of faith he preaches 
. sincerely whenever he finds opportunity 

To crown his Initial political labors with 
Tlotory, Elsenhower must shed doubt and 
confusion and give forceful notice that he 
' has learned his lessons well. 

In other words, from the welter of advice 
that has showered upon him since nominat- 
ing time, he must somehow extract the ele- 
ments of a positive program that will aa as 
a magnet drawing large blocks of the Ameri- 
can electorate to his standard. 

The people accept Elsenhower as a man 
of character and as a man of achievement 
in certain well-defined spheres. He was nom- 
inated because a sufficient number of con- 
- ventlon delegates felt the people might easily 
believe these factors qualify him tor broader 
responsibilities. 

Whether these factors do Indeed so qualify 
him Is now tor Elsenhower to demonstrate. 
He must show the courage to reject bad advice 
while he accepts good council. He must put 
his own unmistakable stamp on the con- 
structive, positive ideas he selects from the 
. avalanche that has hit him. 

The moment Is here, plainly, for Elsenhower 
to be himself above all. Individuals will be 
angry at the general for rejecting them or 
their advice. But the voters will have cause 
lor anger— and disappointment — only if he 
fails to act lorthrightly upon the advice he 
likes. 

.'Only, that is, if he falls to lay before them 
a program of real promise for America, with 
the Elsenhower Imprint of sincerity and faith 
marked indelibly upon it.

DIVISION— While pcrmltUng the enemy to deepen 
and widen thia cleavage of policies and personalities, 
the Republican publicity organlMtlon at the Brown 
Palace and CommcKlore hotels has tailed to dramatize 
an even more serious division among the DemocraLf, 
It has tailed to emphaslw that Stevenson, as Presi- 
dent, also would face a house hopelessly divided. 

TTie Rev. Adam CTIaybm Powe)!. tiegro rajiresenUtire 
from New York, tint announced that his people could 
not support Stevenson and Nixon because of their 
Btand on civil rights. But kfter a visit to Springfield, 
Powell Is whooping It up tor the Democratic ticket, ■ 

Yet the OOP propagandlats have not written 
■pMches or statements, asking how Stevenson can 
satisfy Powell at the same time that he seeks the 
support of such rmdal purists as Byrd. Virginia: 
Bymss, South Carolina, and Oeorge and Russell. Oeor- 
gla. to mention only » tew. Indeed, Senator Russell, 
like Powell, endorses Stevenson and Sparkrhan 100 
per cent. 

QtlESTION— The OOP writing boya have not de- 
manded that Stevenson explain how ha hopes to 
abolish cloture, the heart of the civil rlgbU war, when 
southern Democrats and Republicans can muster a 
majority agalnit any revision of senat« rules. The 
same query may be mode with respect to Taft-Hartley 
repeal. 

Both .questions are senAltlve Issues in the "solid 
south" that Stevenson expects to carry, along, with 
northern areas where the colored and labor ypte can 
be decisive. 

Nor have the Republican speakers been prodded by 
Uielr publicists into insisting that Stevenson reconcile 
his. stand on tidelands oU with his supposed espousel 
at states rights against federal domination. 

VENDETTA— FinaUy, with reference to the "schlM- 
phrenU" disease, although the OOP has Its Dewcy- 
Tatt feud, the Democrats have an equally devastating 
venditta on capltol hill. 

A majority of Democrats In both chambers openly 
denounce the Americans tor Democratic Action — the 
Moody-Humphrey-Roosevelt-Harrlman bloc— as "so- 
cialistic." And many of the solon.i entertaining this 
belief hall from sections other thiui the south. Yet 
Stevenson appeals to both factions, 

DIBILLUBIONED— The Republican.^ "big Bertha." 
as a result of recent campaign trends, appears to be 
that Stevenson has belatedly embraced what has be- 
come known as "TrumaiUsm." In doing to. the Illinois 
governor has disillusioned many of his nympalhliers, 
and lowered his guard for a heavy counter- attack . 

Stevenson first referred to conditions at WuHhlng- 
ton aa ■ "mess." but seems to have backed away from 
this frank and honest admission since he was re- 
buked by .the President.

It win not bo long now until peo- 
ple catch the "garden bug" while 
snow Is flying outalde ... so why 
not check up more on this phase 
of tomato production and be sure 
to make allowance for a few plants 
of fine seedless tomatoes In your 
1BS3 garden.
